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THE  KOUCHAKJI  COLLECTION 

Not  much  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago  our  interest 
in  the  arts  of  Persia  and  Asia  Minor  was  confined  almost 
entirely  to  those  marvelous  textiles,  the  rugs  and  carpets, 
which  for  centuries  had  been  finding  their  way  to  the  West- 
ern world. 

While  these  were  regarded  with  an  intelligent  admira- 
tion, scant  attention  was  bestowed  on  the  other  contents  of 
that  storehouse  of  beauty  which  we  owe  to  the  artistic  in- 
stincts of  the  Moslem  peoples. 

Since  then,  the  sand-o’erwhelmed  cities  of  the  Persian 
and  Mesopotamian  plains  have  rendered  up  their  treasure- 
trove,  the  forgotten  for  centuries,  and  the  wondrous  faiences 
of  the  almost  mythical  times  of  Haroun-al-Raschid, — touched 
by  the  finger  of  time  with  an  added  radiance, — have  been 
revealed  to  our  appreciative  gaze. 

It  is  a gratifying  reflection  that  in  the  eager  strife  for  the 
possession  of  these  beautiful  objects  American  collectors 
have  not  been  backward.  It  is  true  that  at  the  sale  of  the 
Dana  Collection,  when  the  first  considerable  gathering  of 
them  made  in  this  country  was  dispersed,  some  of  the  rarest 
prizes  found  their  way  into  European  hands. 

But  this  was  twelve  years  ago,  and  the  true  values  of 
such  treasures  being  better  understood,  it  is  not  likely  that 
to-day  the  superb  Dana  Vase  would  be  allowed  to  recross 
the  Atlantic,  as  it  did,  to  take  its  place  as  a chief  ornament 
of  the  Persian  collection  in  the  Museum  of  the  Louvre. 


In  offering,  therefore,  this  interesting  and  very  carefully 
selected  collection  for  unreserved  sale,  MM.  Ivouchakji 
Freres  are  not  tempting  fate  unduly.  It  is  altogether  prob- 
able that  the  value  of  these  beautiful  faiences,  to  which  the 
passage  of  time  has  merely  given  an  added  charm,  will  be 
recognized  by  all  lovers  of  Ceramic  beauty.  In  like  manner 
will  their  attention  be  attracted  to  the  more  familiar  excel- 
lences of  the  groups  of  Rhodian  and  Hispano-Mauresque 
Wares,  and  to  the  excellent  quality  of  the  handful  of  ex- 
amples of  early  Italian  Majolicas  included  in  the  Collection. 

Nor  is  its  attractiveness  confined  solely  to  the  products 
of  the  potter’s  wheel.  Not  often  has  an  assemblage  of 
ancient  glassware  been  offered  for  sale  in  New  York  so  re- 
markable, either  in  extent  or  quality,  as  that  which  is  here 
included.  There  are  pieces  of  an  overpowering  richness  of 
iridescence,  and  there  are  others  so  marvelously  preserved 
that,  in  familiar  phrase,  “they  might  have  been  made  yes- 
terday.” 

Finally,  some  bronzes  of  the  far-famed  Mosil  school,  a 
shelf-full  of  manuscripts  enriched  with  miniature  paintings 
and  illuminations,  and  an  admirably  selected  gathering  of 
Persian,  Turkish  and  Caucasian  rugs  reveal  the  unerring 
sense  for  color  and  for  patterning  which  was  the  inalienable 
birthright  of  the  Saracens.

Nevertheless,  the  greater 
proportion  of  it  was  probably  brought  to  that  country  by  Phoenician 
traders  from  Egypt,  Italy  or  the  Grecian  Archipelago. 

Attention  may  be  called  to  the  unusual  number  of  these  examples  which 
have  so  escaped  the  action  of  time  as  to  be  preserved  practically  in  their 
original  condition.

€J  Kaschan  or  Cashan,  which  has  given  its  name  to  the  group  of  Seven- 
teenth and  Eighteenth  Century  faience  here  represented,  is  an  important 
city  of  the  Province  of  Iran,  some  100  miles  north  of  Ispahan.  Founded 
by  Zobeide,  wife  of  Haroun-el-Raschid,  it  has  always  devoted  itself  to  the 
industrial  arts.  To-day  it  is  one  of  the  rug-making  and  precious  metal 
working  centers  of  Persia.

XVII  CENTURY  TARTAR  FAIENCE,  KNOWN 
AS  BOKHARA  AND  KUTAIS  WARES. 


Of  the  former  splendors  of  “Bokhara  the  Noble”  but  few  traces  remain 
to-day.  The  capital  of  the  Turkestan  Khanate  of  the  same  name,  it  was 
for  centuries  regarded  as  the  intellectual  center  of  Central  Asia,  and  is  still 
an  important  seat  of  learning.  Its  artistic  glories,  however,  belong  to  the 
past.  No  longer  are  those  marvelous  illuminated  MSS.  indited,  no  longer 
are  those  superb  rugs  and  tissues  woven,  and  no  longer  does  it  produce 
those  beautiful  faiences,  which  occasionally  find  their  way  by  devious 
routes  to  Western  markets.  The  examples  here  shown,  as  well  as  the 
kindred- wares  of  Kutais,  another  province  of  Independent  Tartary,  betray 
the  far-reaching  influence  of  the  Saracenic  feeling  for  decorative  beauty.

*1  It  is  now  generally  conceded  that  the  so-called  Rhodian  Ware  of  the 
Sixteenth  Century  was  not  entirely  a product  of  Rhodes,  though  remains  of 
potteries  have  been  found  at  Lindus,  on  that  Island.  In  character  it  so 
closely  resembles  the  faiences  of  Damascus,  of  Broussa  and  other  cities 
of  Asia  Minor,  that  a common  origin  must  be  ascribed  to  them  all.  In 
any  case,  however,  the  superbly  decorative  quality  of  these  Plates  and 
Beakers,  with  their  brilliant  enamelling  and  perfect  patternings,  gives  to 
them  a charm  that  is  irresistible.

IX  TO  XIII  CENTURY  MESOPOTAMIAN  AND 
PERSIAN  FAIENCES,  KNOWN  AS  RAKKA 
AND  SULTANABAD  WARES. 


<J  When  Professor  Migeon  of  the  Louvre  called  attention  to  “those 
lately-exhumed  vases,  covered  with  a blue  glaze  and  decorated  with  bold, 
floriated  inscriptions  in  relief”  he  tentatively  attributed  them  to  the  ateliers 
of  Rakka.  Our  knowledge  of  the  faience  of  that  pleasure-city  of  Har- 
oun-al-Raschid  is  to-day  more  complete.  To  it  we  now  also  assign,  not 
only  these  characteristic  vases,  bowls,  and  ewers  with  their  turquoise-blue 
glazes  and  their  black-lined  decorations,  but  a whole  series  of  lustred  and 
unlustred  wares  of  an  even  finer  quality.  Of  all  these  types  of  Rakka  ware, 
as  well  as  of  the  admirable  Saracenic  faience  attributed  to  that  city  of 
ancient  greatness,  Sultanabad,  the  following  group  contains  a number  of 
interesting  examples.

The  Moors  brought  with  them  into  Spain  not  only  the  secrets  of 
making  lustred  majolica,  but  an  artistic  dominance  which  for  several 
centuries  was  to  influence  the  native  craftsmen.  This  Hispano-Mauresque 
Ware  of  the  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  Centuries  is  as  thoroughly  Saracenic 
in  its  conception  and  design  as  though  the  length  of  the  Mediterranean 
had  not  lain  between  Spain  and  Asia  Minor.  Its  artistic  value  justifies 
the  increasing  interest  taken  in  it  by  collectors  of  discrimination.  Less 
marked,  but  still  distinctly  recognizable,  is  the  Saracenic  note  struck  by 
the  Sixteenth  Century  Italian  potters  of  Deruta,  and  Urbino.
